WASHINGTON, Jan. the 
Associated Press. | pursu- 
ance of the policy of the Democrats of 
the House, Mr. Biand of Missouri this 
Morniog demanded the reading of the 
journal of yesterday in entenso. The 
clerk having concluded the reading, 
Mr. Biand made the point that the 
Journal bad not been read in full, and 
demanded that a description of the 
vurious executive communications, 
resolutions, bills and petitions (which 
were referred under the rules and 
were not in the open House) be read. 
The Speaker ordered the clerk to 
read this portion of the journal, Its 
reading was not completed until 1 
o'clock, Then ensued one of the 
wildest scenes of contusion the House 
has seen duriug the present Congress. 
The Speaker, having stated the ques- 
Lion to be on the approval of the jvur- 
nal, and baving counted a quorum and 
stated that the question was carried in 
the affirmative, Mr. Mills of Texas, 
rising to a parliamentary question, 
asked whether the proper question was 
ot on ordering the previous question. 
his query was based upon tbe fact 
that when the clerk finished reading

The Soto Case Dismissed—A Pecullar 
Hallucination—Wills Filed for | 
Probate—Court Notes 
New Suits. 


The financial troubies of the Pacific Rail- 
way Company were made public yesterday. 
The seiegraph yesterday morning, an- 


nounced thatthe company had confessed 
judgment on a note made by President ©. 
B, Holmes in Chicagoin favor of Ez W. 
Russell. 


The sequel of this dispatch followed yee 
terday, by Edward W. Russell fillug with 
the County Clerk a petition asking that a 
receiver be appointed for the Pacific Rail- 
way Company. 

In his petition Russell recites that he holds 
a@ judgment against the Pacific Railway 
Company for $1058.45, which has been 
neither satisfied nor reversed; thatin 1087 
the Los Angeles Cabie Kailway Company 
issued $1,500,000 worth of bonds oe meg he 6 
per cent iuterest payabie semi-annual: 
bonds secured by a deed of trust of i ihe 
property of the company to William Alvord 
and Thumas Bruwn; that $836,000 worth of 
the bonds were dispused of. 

The petition goes on to recite the financial 
transactious of the Pacific Kailway Com- 
pany whereby the directors of that corpora- 
tion agreed to hypothecate among other col- 
lateral the stock the corporation beild in the 
Los Ai geles Cabie Kaiiway, to securea loan 
of of whicu $513,000 was 
secured. it also goes ou to state tuat in ad- 
dition, the Luvs Augeles Cable Company has 
bonds outstanding Wo the amountof $214,v0v, 
making total Dunded indedtedness o1 
349,000; that the Pacific Katirway Company 
hus an indebtedness of $1,188,000, making a 
total for the two corporations of $4,537,000. 

The plaintiff avers that the Pacitic Rail- 
way Cumpauy has defaulted interest pay- 
ments to the amvount of $14,490, and the 
Los Angeles Kailway Cabie 
to the amount of 080 
January 1, 1801; that the “Pacific 
Kaiiway Compan has no revenue for the 
paymeut of said interest; that the property 
owned by the above company and the Los 
Angeies Cable Railway is insuffi- 
cieut to pay the mortgage debt, and 
that in the event of a sale of the 
property by the trustee the plaintiff will 
lose tie amountof his judgment; thatin 
addition to the bondeu indebtedness the 
Pacitic Railway Company owes #95,000 in 
uvsecured debts; that the capital stuck of 
the Pacific Kallway Compauy is $2,500,000, 
allef which bas been subscribed, but only 
32 per cent. of which bas been paid d in. 

n order to preveut the default of the in- 
terest coutinuing, abd Ww secure 
per management of the property, the 
piaintiff alleges that it is necessary to place 
it in the bands of a receiver. He asks fora 
judgment against the comp ny for the re- 
covery of his money; a decree of the court 
for the payment of the claim out of the 
revenues of the company or for the sale of 
the property, and the discharge of its debts, 

A decree is aiso asked for toascertain the 
pames of the st-ckhoiders at the date of the 
contracting of the debt, January 38, 1891, the 
amount of stock held by each one, aud the 
bal.nee due thereon in: order that uupaid 
subscriptions may be called in for the dis- 
charge of the claims of the creditors of the 
company.

The Producers Will Stand Together 
for Self-protection—An Inter- 
esting Discussion—Those 
Present.

A large number of the érange-growers of 


Southern California assembled yesterday in. 


_ the Cuamber of Commerce Hall, for the pur- 


_.__ pose of discussing the orange Situation and 


taking steps to protect themselves against 
the action of fruit-packers and shippers in 
their dealings with the growers. 

The meeting was set fur 11 a. m., and by 
that time the hall was crowded to its atmost 
@apacity, by orange-growers, fruit- packers, 
railroad men and others directiy interested 
in the muvement. 

It could be seen at once that the orange- 
growers were intensely interested and en- 
thusiastic over the proposed union, and were 
unanimous ip their expressions of dissatis- 
faction at the course pursued by the fruit- 

kers. 

One of the principal causes of complaint 
Was the contr.ct tne shippers compel grow- 
ers to sigu. It reads us foilows:

Personally, if ati organization 
cau be forimed on 4 satisfactory basis xguar- 
anteeing that all Riverside fruit should gu 
under their own biand only, that all fruit 
wil: be sold for the highvst price regradless 
of any other locality, tue growers of River- 
side would join almost to a man.

EGGS VS. SILVER, 


THE NEW ENGLANDERS ARE OP- 
POSED TO FREE COINAGE. 


They Believe Their Poultry Product 
of More Value Than the Entire 
Silver Output—A Pro- 
testfrom Boston, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Boston, Jan. 20.—[By the Associated 
Press,j Faneuil Hall was packed to- 
day with the business men of Boston, 
gathered at the call of Mayor Matthews 
to formally protest against the free 
coinage of silver. A mumber of ad- 
dresses were made, Gen. F. A. 
Walker deprecated the admiasion into 
the Union of new States to neutralize 
the influence of the elder communities. 
“The free coinage of silver,’’ he said, 
is dishonest and destructive.”’ 

The principal speech was made by 
Hon, Edward Atkinson. He said, in 
part: 

A small fraction of senators from the re- 
mote border States have combined together 
as representatives of the silver mines, 
rather than of the people, to force inte cir- 
culation a doliar made of silver, which wiil 
not meet the test by which a just unit of 
vaiue must be tried—a test by fire. The 
silver doliar is not the true standard, It 
may be worth 70, 80, 90 and even 100 
cents for a while,and yet no one can tell what 
it will be worth next week, month or year. 
Such a dollar is-not fit to be the standard or 
unit of value of a great commercial nation. 
Faneuil Hali calls upon the Great West and 
the Great Wést Willi surely respond.-We do 
not call upon the sparsely-settied border 


. | States whese little product of silver mines 


is not equal in value to the hens’ eggs an- 
nually produced in the barnyards of the 
country; not even equal in value to the 
puultry and eggs of puor New England. 
The farmers, workmen, manufacturers and 
all solid sense of this country is against the 
measure. 

Let us call upon Executive and Legislature 
of the State to see to it that an act is passed 
to this end; that in all contracts entered 
into after the passage of this act in which 
dollars are named in promises, that the 
courts shall construe that the dollar meant

WHERE TO TAKE A DRIVE, 


_ How Visitors Can Spend a Pleasant 


Day—Mr. Davenpoft’s Deathn—aA 
Chestnut Concert—Brevi- 
tiles and Personals. 


To the jate arrival in town who is 
unacquainted with-the numerous sur- 
rounding attractions and whose taste 
runs to driving as a pleasurable form 
of outdoor amusement we recommend 
the following: 

Start not later than 8 o’clock one of 
these fine mornings. If you have a 
party of friends so much the better, it 
makes the ride all the jollier. This 
being the case, take a ‘*three-seater”’ 
—the livery men will supply you with 
a first-class span of horses. Take the 
main highway due East to Baldwin’s 
ranch, You will be charmed the whole 
distance by the magnificent panorama 
of mountain and yalley scenery, con- 
stantly unfolding, constantly chang- 
ing. yond Lamanda Park where 
you come to the western boundary line 
ofthe ranch a road has been opened 
up directly through the ranch, run- 
ning not far from the Santa Fé 
track and in a parallel direction 
to the Santa Anita _ station. 
Here you take the road leading south 
to the lake, and thence drive west to 
the driving track. Trainer Williams 
will greet you cordially, and display to

ROADS AND FORESTS. 


Meeting of the Highway As- 
sociation Yesterday. 


AN INTERESTING DISCUSSION. 


Rules and By-laws Adopted—Gen- 
eral Plan of Action Outlined 
~Speechesand Ras- 
olutions. 


The Los Angeles County Highway and 
Forestty Association metat 2 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon in the rooms of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Senator Cule in the chair 
abd Seeretary Hanchette present. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved and the assvciation pro- 
ceeded to business, 

Mr. Forrester thinks it will be advisable 
for the assuciation to work in conjunction 
with the Chamver of Commerce, as it will 
be necessiry to secure the passage of a high- 
way bill before the Legislature, and as the 
chamber is well-established and has a good 
standing it will be of great assistance, 

The scheme to make the association an 
= of the chamber met with favor, but 

nator Cole and Maj did not think 
all the members of the association from thé 
cvuntry would care to join the chamber. 

The report of the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organizauion was read. 

KE. F. Spence was caiied on for his views, 
He is of the opinion that the Buard of Su- 

rvisors willbe tue proper ones to take 
sold of the matter, 

Mr. Forrester stated that legisiation must 
be effected before the supervisors can do 
anytul:g, and it is necessary fur some kind 
of an as-ociation to take the matter in band 
and work up public sentiment. He thinks 
there should be a botanical. garden and a 
fine park. 

Mr. Lyon of the State Board of Forestry 
is strongly in favor of the association. An 
orgabization of this kind can dow great 
deal of gvod, whiie the supervisors do not 
have the time tu devote to such work. 

J. P. Early read from the final report of 
the Grand Jury showing that the present 
sysiem of roudmasters should be chauged. 
‘Tbe county is Spending iarge sums of 
money annually and nothing is being done. 
lu wany respects the roids are not so good 
asthey were ten years ago. Mr. Eurly 
thinks the association will be able to 
change this whole system. 

Supervisur Hubbard stated that the road 
Overseers are elected, and the supervisors 
have dune what they can under the present 
circumstances, 

Abbot Kinney thinks the last Board of 
Supervisors did much for the roads of the 
county. HMeis strungiy in. favagof the as- 
suci.tion and thinks they will do much 
good, At present it is impossible fur the 
supervisurs to atteud Ww their other 
duties aud look after the roads:as they 
should... The average road-master Knows 
nothing, as a rule, about roads, and can do 
huthing. He thinks there snvuid be a sci- 
entific system, as suggested by tue last 
Graud Jury. 

The report of the Committee on Perma- 
nent Orgauization was then read and 
adv pted. 

The pame agreed upon isthe Los Angeles 
County. ilenway aod Forestry Associativn, 
and the object is the improvement of high- 
wayS abd the promotivo of forest culture, 
Any reputabie citizen of the county is eli- 
zibie tO membership, and the meetings 
Shail be beid at the Chamber of Commerce 
rooms on the first Satureay of each month, 
at 10 wo’ciock, or at such other time and 
place as inay be ordéred. The asual offi- 
cers are provided for and tueir duties pre- 
scribed. ‘Tne initiation tee is fixed at $1 
aud the dues at 50 ceats per month,

Mr. Peck of El Monte introduced the 
following as Suggestions, which were re- 
ferred to the proper cominittee: 

Resolved, thatit is rignt and most eco- 
nomical for the citizen to repair and keep 
roads in order to save paying taxes aud the 
waste which comes from coliectivg aud dis- 
bursing the same by officials, 

That the present system of operatin 
roads is thoreughiy effste, inefflcent an 
ruincusly extravagant, and gives a minimum 
of good tor an enormous outlay, Wherefore, 
a8 ap rtiai remedy, 

Resolved, that all owners or occupants of 
land outside of municipalities, should be re- 
quired, after higoways have been made by 
tne public, to keep the same so far as it may 
run through or along ide their property, 
constantly in good repair. Ou failure so to 
do, the readmeaster shall do the same and 
the expenses Shai! bea lieu upon the land 
until paid. It shall be the duty of tne road- 
master to Collect his expenses within ninety 
duys after each job of repairs is finished. 

Resolved, that the present system com- 
prliing petitions to supervisors, in order to 
obtain any road, is extrav.igapt, ineflicient 
and involves useless and grievous hardships 
upon the public; that it should be changed 
so as to dispeuse as far as pussible with 
petitions, 

In furtherance of this idea the State 
should deciare all section lines to be high- 
ways. 

Much time is taken up by the Board of 
Supervisors in hearing rvad petitionsand in 
persopal examination of proposed roads, 
Such work would be cheaper, quicker 
and more Satisfactorily done aijll 
petitions should first come before the Road 
Commissioner, to be passed on by him, and 
— reputted to the supervisers four final 
action. 

Resolved, thata Commissioner of High- 
ways, who shall be a Civil and Road En- 
gineer as well, should be elected every 
——years in each county, whose duty it 
should be to pass up n all titions for 
rouds, to superintend the work of ail road- 
m .sters end of the highways generally, and 
statediy to report to the supervisors. 

He shail receive a compensation of—— 
a year. 

tesoived, that we must respectfully call 
the attention of the Honvrable see of Su- 
pervisors to the urgent necessi.y of having 
cuide-boards showing courses and dis- 
tances, erected at suitable points in the 
highways throughout the county.
